Mr. Cl ayton was 'H iin g Plum tnerville, in 
t tic Republican county of Conway, for the 
purpoac o f taking depositions in relation to 
the stealing o f the ballot box o f the Plum m er 
ville precinct, which contained a Republican 
majority of 500 votes.

night almul PR) deposition« had been taken 
favorable to hi« case. 
lie was stopping at a 
boarding house, and had is-cn assigned for 
the night to a room containing several lad« , 
to 1c ticcupicd by him self, his notary, and 
aoir.e strangers.

crim e to any other m otive than politics, and 
thinks that if the men who stole the Plum

ishm ent.”

Ik* 1,000 or more, and this 
fact, together with the know ledg e that a 
R epublican House would make the decision 
of the case, left the partisans o f Breckin­ 
ridg e no alternative hut murder.

Males supposed it had reduced the Republi 
Pan majority in the House to a « ingle vole, 
the papers of that party all over the country 
advised the Republicans against over-eon li­

Col. Breckin­

ONE CONGRESSIONAL CON TE ST SETTLED . 


AN O TH ER REPU BLIC AN G AIN IN CONGRESS. 


The contest in the Second Congressional dis­ 
trict of Arkansas has been settled in favor of 
Hon. Clifton H. Breckinridge, the Demo­ 
cratic candidate and present member. It was 
settled In the old fashioned way, and of 
course decisively. 
The Republican contest­ 
ant was lion. John M. Clayton, a gentleman 
long distinguished in the politicsof the South 
and a brother of cx-Senator Cowell Clayton. 
Mr. Clayton was veiling Plummerville, in 
the Republican county of Conway, for the 
purpose nf taking depositions in relation to 
the Stealing of the ballot box of the Plummer 
Tille precinct, which contained a RepuMican 
majority of 500 rotes. 
Up to last Tueadnjr 
night ftlmul 100 depositions had been taken 
favorable to his ease. 
He was stopping at a 
boarding house, and liad been assigned for 
the night to a room containing several lads, 
to !« occupied by himself, his notary, and 
»>rr.e strangers. 
The notary was at work at 
a table near an ojien window, and Clayton, 
who h:*d lx*rn pacing the room nervously, 
was in the act of sitting down when 
a loud report was heard. 
The light 
went 
out, 
and 
Clayton 
fell 
heavily 
to the tloor. 
It was at first thought that the 
Ump hail excluded and stunned him, but a 
commercial traveler who was ih the room 
soon exclaimed that some one had fired 
through the window and killed him. 
A 
match was struck, and Clayton was found 
Iving dead on the floor with the blood pour­ 
ing from a wound in his neck. 
He had been 
kilied by a load of buckshot*, fifteen of which 
had lodged in his neck, while several passed 
through, tearing a hole in the throat large 
enough to admit a man’s fist, breaking the 
neck and severing all the arteries from the 
brain to the heart. 
A pistol was found just 
outside of the window, but it was loaded full, 
and is not the weapon with which the murder 
was committed. 
A bunt for the assassin w as 
unsuccessful. 
The Arkansas legislature, 
However, is considering a hilt to offer a re­ 
ward of $5,000, and will probably pass it 
after lie has had abundant time to get nway. 
Col. Breckinridge is in Washington, and 
it is not probable that lie will tx* identified 
with the murder. 
He expressed great sur­ 
prise when he received the news, which was 
promptly communicated to him in a tele­ 
gram by a political friend in his district, lie 
does not attempt, however, to ascrilte the 
crime to anv other motive than politics, and 
thinks that if the men who stole the Plum* 
mcrvillc ballot !>ox in Novemlier were Dem­ 


o c ra ts , “ they may have killed Clayton iu 
order to prevent discovery and escape pun­ 
ishment.” 
Breckinridge thought he was 
sure of the election anyway, as a majority of 
S46 was returned for him, while.the Repub­ 
lican majority in Plummerville Cbuld not have 
exceeded 450 or 500. 
But Clayton had re ­ 
cently asserted his ability to prove that his 
majority would Ik- 1,000 or more, and this 
faet, together with the knowledge that a 
Republican House would make the decision 
of the case, left the partisans of Breckin­ 
ridge no alternative hut murder. 
When the Democratic party in several 
xtatc-s supposed it had reduced the Republi 
ban majority in the House to a «Ingle vote, 
the papers of that party all over the country 
advised the Republicans against over-conti- 
slcnce, suggesting that the contingency of 
•death would Ik- likely to shift the prepon 
devanee, 
it will lie observed that the work 
of death has begun, and that it counts to the 
benefit cf the Democracy. 
Col Breckin­ 
ridge will have no contestant to dispute his 
rights. The suggestion Is made that the 
House investigate the election in the district 
very thoroughly, and that if proof of the 
election of Breckinridge bv fraud l« ob 
tained. his sent Ik- declared vacant. 
But this 
would only nec-ssilntc another election, and 
probably put In peril another life. Republicans 
in the district will do well to curb their ambi­ 
tion to si- in Congress hereafter. 
The “ Ar 
kansas plan” overshadows the “ .Mississippi 
plan.” By the former the work is postponed 
till after the election is over, when the re­ 
moval of a single life suffices. The “ Missis­ 
sippi plan” was to tight Republicans away 
from the. polls, and murder by wholesale 
was one of the frequent results. 


In the first district of Indiana, at the No­ 
vember election, William F. Parrot was the 
l>emoeratic and Fnmk B. Posey the Repub­ 
lican candidate. 
Parrot claimed the elec­ 
tion by 20 majority, and Gov. Gray granted 
liirn the certificate. 
Posey claimed fraud, 
and had given notice of a contest, when Gen. 
Hovey, the Republican Representative in the 
fiftieth Congress, resigned to take the office 
of Governor. 
Parrott, fearing the effect of a 
contest in the House, proposed to Posey that 
they run against each other for the vacancy 
to be- filled till the 4th of March, and to let 
the result settle the rontest for the seat in the 
fifty-first (.imgress 
This was agreed to, 
and the election took place yesterday. 
Full 
returns are not all In, bnt enough are received 
to assure the ejection of Posey by at least 
500 majority; it may go to 1,000. 
If Parrott 
keeps bis agreement the Republican majority 
in the next House already reaches 9. 
There 
is little doubt of Democratic frauds in No- 
vemlter, for the district i* Republican and 
gave Oen. Hovey Í-.350 majority for Con­ 
gress in ISSA.

T': • “ high license” bill of the Excise Revis­ 
ion Commission was roughly handled before 
the Assembly Excise Committee yesterday. 
At the opening of the debate Mr. Gallup ex­ 
hibited the following letter from Hon. War 
nor Miller: 


Fifth-A vence H o tel, New-Yorx, Jan. 25, 18*9. 
To the Hon. W. If. Gallup: 
Mv P ear s ir : I have yours of yesterday. 
I con­ 
sider the Excise bill now Itefotv the legislature, a 
great mistake. 
If our party consents to a rate of 
license lower than that of last w inter, it will be de­ 
feated. 
We must keep our pledges m ade in the late 
cam paign if we would hold the respect and supjmrt 
of the tem js-rance people. 
\\ arnkr Miller. 
Rev. James II. Eeob, a prominent pastor 
of Albany, denounced Ihe bill and pointed 
out several defects. 
A very serious one was 
the provision that the warnings to liquor 
sellers not to sell to drunkards must be in 
writing. 
How was the poor washerwoman, 
who perhaps could not write at all, to serve 
these notices upon all the long rows of sa 
loons which her husband visits in his drink­ 
ing bouts ? 
He condemned the provision 
which merely says that iiquor shall not lie 
sold on Sunday. The Law and Order League 
to which lie belonged, had failed to convict 
for Sunday selling because the liquor sellers 
went into court and swore that they sold cold 
tea, 
HcVanted high license, but in the bill 
the minimum fees were far too low. 
The 
passage of the bill would check for ten years’ 
the healthful agitation now in progress in the 
state aguinst liquor selling. 
His party, the 
Republican party, had given him a pledge 
that a high license bill would lie passed. 
Frank Moss. Secretary of the Republican 
Anti-Saloon League, pointed out that the 
bill permitted the sale of liquor all night. 
A 
section permitted the bar-tenders to sell at 
times when the owners were forbidden to do 
so. 
Another section clearly permitted the 
sale of liquor to minors. 
He thought that if 
Excise Boards were given discretion in grant­ 
ing licenses, they should also have discretion 
In revoking them. 
The bill destroyed many 
excellent features of the present excise law. 
Recorder Hessburg ot Albany and W. W. 
Smith of Poughkeepsie, candidate of the 
Prohibition party for State Treasurer in 
18B7, also spoke against the bill. 
Another 
homing will be given next week. 
It is ap­ 
parent that the bill cannot pass except by the 
aid of Democratic votes. 
Will Gov. Hill per­ 
mit tbis, or will be sign it if it is thus passed ?

‘‘In 1875 John A. Shondy mid family left 
tlie then new city oí Seattle, on Puget Sound, 
with .1 big pack train 1 adcd with merchan­ 
dise, looking for a good location to trade with 
Indians, and the then few whites left here hy 
the Hudson Bay Company. Thwy Jpq Si>fflUe 
on a Wednesday morlilhg.some time in July, 
1875s and after 24 days hard driving Mr 
REoudy arrived iu the Kittitas Valley. He 
ro«lc around. ,or ft Week Or more looking for 
ft s'l'.uthlc pincelo build himself a log hut,and 
at last settled on what is now called 'Sboudv's 
Place,' a little bill not kMfty feet from the
